The income of the State was §G78,908°73,
THE WAR DEDT.

The war debt has been decreased ninety-
pine thonsand nine hundred dollars (§929,-
00) within the year, by bonds taken up by
the Commissioners, leaving the balance of
war bonds outstanding November 30, 1869,
three million ninety.-six thousand two hun-
dred dollars (3,000,201 lﬂ,‘:lnd at this date,
oneé hundred thousand do ($100,000) less,
being amount due and paid Jannary 1, 1870,

It will be observed that the State has been
able to obtain from the General Government
the sum of fwenty-seven thousand five hun-
dred and forty.nine dollars and . forty-five
cents (§27,640745), Other claims to a small
amount remain nnpaid, and will be pressed to
sottlement.

Under any circumstances the recsipts of
the State frem the General Government will
be both small and nneertain, and not at all to
be relisd upon to meet the oertain expendi-
tures they have heretofore helped to meet,

As has been shown, the cost of maintainin
the State militia, and the home for soldiers
children and disabled soldiers, was ninety-
one thousand four hundred and six dollars
and thirty-two cente (§91,406°32), in 1869,
and this entive amount was taken from the
“‘war fund’ and consegunently not directly felt
by the tax-payers of the Btate.

The -present expense of maintaining the
militia will not be reduced, but that of the
home for disabled soldiers may be gradually
lessened, whilst the eost of muintaining the
homeé for soldiors’ children osn oaly be keEt
where it is, or lessened by a revision of the
existing law,

OONSTITUTIONAYL, AMENDMENT,

Conforming to my duty, I submitted to the
last Legislatare the pro addition to the
Federal Constitution, known as the fifteenth
amendment.

With a view of permitting the people of
the State, in the exercise of their right, to
express themselves upon the subject through
the election of representatives to the present
Legislature, I recommended that no final action
be taken by your predecessors. To this they
acceded, and their decision, in strong contrast
with that of most of the States acceding to
the amendment, seemed to be most fitting,
considering the importance and gravity of the
snubject involved. It is gratifying that Ie!ghl-
lators, who ample power to defeat
an imﬁ:rhnt political measure, should have
€0 highly the honor and utation
of our State and rights of the people, as to
omit its exercise, even under great provoca-
tion 8o to do. The late election gave ample
opportunity to the ndvocates of universal suf-
frage to press their views.

The result is known, and New Jersey de-
clares against the scheme,

The singular anomaly of being a State in
authority for a single and partisan purpose,
and a territorinl dependence in all other re-
nEecln, has been presented for the oriticism of
the enemies of ptTular government,

The advocates of the proposed amendment
urge its adoption upon the assumption that
suffrage is a 7ight and not utErivi]e @ be-
stowed by government, and that all men
without distincetion as to ‘‘class, color, or pre-
vious condition of servitude, ete,,"” are the
natural inheritors of such right, and this
assudiption is sought to be enforced princi-

ly upon the ground that all governments
erive their powers from the consentof the
governed.

To show the fallacy of such a doctrine, it
is only necessary to ask why its application
should be limited to men, and why women,
who are amenable in like degree as men,
under our law, to punishment for crimes, to
taxation for the support of the State, and to
most other impositions of government, should
be excluded from the exercise of a power
claimed to be a right to those who are gov-
erned?

Again, if suffrage be a Right, way should
States be permitted to make an arbitrary rule
a8 to the age which shall be attained before
suffrage shall be exercised, for many persons
are better fitted to vote intelligontly at the
age of eighteen than others are at fifty. Or
why nhotﬁd the Congress fix a period of years
before a naturalized citizen can exercise the
privilege of the ballot, when his adherence
and duty to the Government is just as fully
had if the necessary oaths be taken upon the
day of his treading our shores, as they are
ever had ¢
